Open City: Measures 
Completed 


““ Measures taken by the Italian 
Government to implement the 
declaration of Rome as an open city 
can be considered nearly completed,” 
says the Italian News Agency. 

‘‘It can also be stated that around 
the outskirts of the city there are no 
longer any military commands or 
installations. In this area the Italian 
Government has not only stopped 
all that can be considered as military 
defence work, but has also stopped 
military rail traffic. The Rome rail- 
way system is now only functionin 
for the food supply and transport o 
the civilian population.” ' 

German radio stated that, as no 
reply had been received from the 
Allies to the declaration, Rome could 
not vet be.consiedred an open city.—

Suggested Grant to 
Avoid Milk Shortage 


The suggestion that. the Dublin 
Milk Board should advance a grant 
to the County Dublin farmers and 
obtain recoupment by deductions 
from the price of milk, to enable 
them to augment their herds, in 
order to avoid the danger of a mi 
shortage in the city during the 
winter, was made at 4 meeting of 
the County Committee of Agricul- 
ture yesterday. 

Dublin’s consumption of milk is 
40.000 gallozs daily—much more 
than the winter production capacity 
in the home counties—and from 
November 1st a large proportion of 
the city’s requirements has to be 
drawn by rail from southern 
creameries. 

Urging increased production in 
County ‘Dublin, where the dairying 
industry is in a poor condition, Mr. 
J. A. Flynn, Chief- Veterinary 
Inspector, who shortly will discuss 
the situation with the Chairman of 
the Milk Board, emphasised the value 
of a guaranteed market at 2s. per 
gallon.:

Allies Advance 
in New Guinea 


American and Australian - forces 
which landed in New Guinea have 
now pushed forward eight to ten 
miles towards the Japanese base at 
Lae, says Reuter’s Correspondent at 
Allied Headquarters, South Pacific. 
Another prong of the advance is 
pushing the Sapunses towards the 
sea at the southern end of the Kila 
Ridge. 

The landing, the largest and most 
spectacular amphibious operation yet 
planned in the South-West Pacific, is 
the signal for the start of General 
MacArthur's all-out offensive to clear 
the Japanese from their New Guinea 
bases, A well-protected bridgehead 
has already been established some 
miles inland, and reinforcements arr 
on their way. 

The first movement—to cut in 
behind the Japanese outposts and 
isolate them from their air and land 
hases—was successfully accomplished. 
Fewer than 30 casualties were sus- 
tained during the initial landing, but 
Japanese ’planes hit two vessels in 
a later convoy, causing 20 more 
casualties.

Minister 
to Dublin 
Killed 


R. JOHN CUDAHY, former 

' United States Minister. to 
Ireland, was killed yesterday 

when he was thrown from his horse 
at. Milwaukee, Wisconsin, U.S.A 


near where he was born, fifty-five | : 


years ago. i 
Mr. Cudahy came to Ireland in 
May, 1937. When he left, in 
January, “4940, he went as Minister 
to Belgíum, soon to experience the 
dangers of war in that country. 
When the Germans bombed Brussels 
in May, 1940, he was almost knocked 
down by an explosion “which 
smashed all the windows in the 
American Legation buildings. 

He made a defence, regarded at 
the time as remarkable, of the King 
of the Belgians after that monarch 
had surrendered in face of the might 
of the invading German Army. 
Shortly afterwards, he returned to 
America to make a personal report 
on European developments to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Before coming to Ireland he was 
for three years Minister to Poland. 

Of County Kilkenny extraction, 
Mr. Cudahy was the son of Patrick 
Cudahy and Anna Madden. After 
being educated at Harvard and Wis- 
consin Universities he was admitted 
tc the Bar in 1913, the year in which 
he married Miss Katherine Reed, of 
Milwaukee, They had two. children. 

In Ireland he made a very large 
number of close friends. Ireland 
turnished a background that he found 
‘most interesting. A notable sports- 
man, fine horseman and. excellent 
shot. he quickly became an enthu- 
siastic sipportér of fox-himting tere. 
He was the author of three books: 
“ Archangel—the . American War 
with Russia,’’ ‘‘ Manna Land,” and 
"African Horizons.” 

A tall, good-looking, clean-cut 
American; like «his predecessor in 
Dublin, Mr. Alvin . Owsley, Mr. 
Cudahy had: a versatile career as 
diplomat, barrister, member of one 
of the oldest meat-packing corpora- 
tions in Chicago, and real estate 
businessman. ) 

During the Great War he fought 
in France as a captain of the United 
States Army. 

The accident which caused Mr. 
Cudahy’s death occurred at his 
estate, Granville. An unidentified 
person telephoned the sheriff’s office, 
saying that Mr. Cudahy’s body had 
been found near a riderless horse. 

Mr. Cudahy was the Wisconsin 
director of civil defence.

McKenna Dead 


Mr. Reginald McKenna, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer in 1915 and 
1916, the great, banker who in the 
difficult 1920-’30 decade. showed a 
masterful grip of the principles of 
finance, has died at the age of 

years. He was nephew of. Sir 
Joseph Neale McKenna, the Trinity 
College, Dublin, graduate and Irish 
barrister, who died in 1906. _ Sir 
Joseph was Nationalist M.P. first for 
Youghal, where he lived, and after- 
wards for South Monaghan, and was, 
like his nephew, an authoritv on 
finance, 

An outstanding figure in Liberal 
politics during the Campbell-Banner- 
man and Asquith regimes, Mr. 
Reginald McKenna first entered the 
House in 1895 He it was who first 
adopted the idea of Savings Certifi- 
cates, which <«ealised over 
£40,000,000 in their first year. Since 
1919 he had been chairman of the

When 
and where they will start only can 
be surmised. In the meantime 
Italy still is in the war. Her 
troops are engaged in the fighting 
in Calabria, and all the rumours 
concerning impending peace moves 
have proved so far to be baseless. 
Yesterday there was an interesting 
broadcast from Rome, which may, 
or may not, be significant. A 
blunt question: was directed to 
Great Britain and the United 
States, asking them if they 
intended to respect Italy’s inde- 
pendence and unity, or if they 
proposed to make further amputa- 
tions of her national territory. 
The broadcast asked for a definite 
reply to this query, adding that 
the people of Italy were ready to 
face stark reality, and requested 
an assurance to the effect that 
Italy’s 1919 frontiers would be 
respected. . Of course, even in 
modern diplomacy, wireless broad- 
casts hardly can be regarded as 
the most satisfactory medium of 
communication between belligerent 
States; and it is highly improb- 
able that either Great Britain or 
the United States will answer the 
Roman broadcast, as it were, in 
Nevertheless, 
the query is worth examination. 
What do the Italians mean by the 
frontiers of 19197: Our readers 


} will remember that their repre- 


sentatives at the Paris Peace Con- 
ference were bitterly disappointed 
at the way in which Italy’s terri- 
torial claims were treated by the 
other members of the LEntente, 
particularly by the Americans, 
who, through the mouthpiece of 
President Wilson, refused point 
blank to meet their claims. In 
consequence of this clash between 
Italy and her allies of the last 
war, her representatives at Paris, 
Signori ‘Orlando and Sonnino, 
went back to Rome in high 
dudgeon. 

Signor Gabriele d’Annunzio 
seized Fiume, thereby paving the 
way for Signor Mussolini and-his 
Fascisti; and at a later stage the 
Dodecanese, which had belonged 
to Turkey, and the island of 
Corfu, the property of Greece, 
were annexed to Italy, followed 
by the seizure of- Abyssinia and 
Albania. In strict parlance, 
therefore, Fiume, the Dodecanese, 
Corfu, Abyssinia and Albania 
were not included within Italy’s 
1919 frontiers. On the other 
hand, Italian Somaliland, ‘Eritrea 
and Libya, all of which now have 
passed into British hands, were 
part of Italian territory. When, 
therefore, the Rome Radio speaks 
of the frontiers of 1919, one must 
assume that it seeks the restora- 
tion of Italian sovereignty. of 
those African territories that have 
been conquered by the British, 
with the obvious exception of 
Abyssinia, which was an abso- 
lutely independent country during 
and after the last war. The 
Anglo-American attitude towards 
Italy was made clear first at 
Casablanca and on several subse- 
quent occasions.

Now, Mr. Micheál O Maoláin has 
disclosed a violent antipathy. to 
the statue of Queen Victoria which 
stands in front of Leinster House. 
His resolution that it should be 
removed, and replaced by a fitting 
memorial to Lord Edward Fitz- 
gerald, was passed unenimously 
last night by the Dublin Cor- 
‘poration. Tho heat of Mr. 
O Maolain’s feelings may be judged 
from the motto which he would 
place beneath “ the effigy cf a 
lady. whose name stank in the 
nostrils of past generations of 
Irishmen ”; ‘‘ Famine, _ eviction, 
and emigration.” The critic may 
feel that “ emancipation ’’ ought 
to be added to the list, and ‘hat 
the present time is somewhat 
inopportune for any remarks about 
emigration ; but still ohe must 
give Mr. O Maoláin all due 
credit. Firstly, the city would 
not be any poorer for a monu- 
ment to Lord Edward, who was a 
patriot in a sense which is 
hardly understood nowadays. 
Secondly, if the Old Queen must 
be removed, Mr. O Maoláin will 
have it done by law and not. by 
dynamite. Finally, it is perhaps 
more honourable that that figure 
should be taken away at once, 
than that it should be allowed to 
endure permanently the neglect 
which has been its lot for the last 
twenty years. If it is true that 
the statue has never been cleaned 
since the signing of the Treaty— 
and certainly its musty green hue 
gives credit to the story—the joke 
is rather a poor one, and reflects 
more discredit upon those 
responsible for it than upon the 
House of Windsor.

OBITUARY, 
MR, H, C. LAWLOR 


With the death of Mr. Henry C. 
Lawlor, Belfast has lost one of its 
most versatile citizens.. He was 
chairman and managing director ot 
Messrs. William Young and Co.. 
Ltd., merchants, Bedford street, and 
took a leading part in discussions on 
matters affecting industry. It was 
as an archeologist that Mr. Lawlor 
was best known. He was a + tateine 
of the Royal Irish Academy, and 
contributed to its ‘* Proceedings ’ 
accounts of many of his researches.

“But,” he added, “if you are 
lucky in that respect, you are un- 
fortunate in having to pass the 
straits by night, because by. day 
they are very lovely.”
